8th in February 

Saigon, Tab. 4 odfd.— a us. 
7-4 Phantom, jet fighter-bomber 
crossed into North Vietnam to- 
day to attack an anti-aircraft- 
gun battery that had opened .fire 
on an unarmed BP-4 photo- 
reconnaissance plane that the 
phantom was escorting. 

It was the eighth such “pro- 
tective reaction” strike north of 
the Demilitarized Zone CDMZ) 
so far this month and the 264th. 
since former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson halted regular bombing 
of North Vietnam on Nov. I, 
1968. 

There was no damage to the 
US. aircraft. Because of smoke 
over the area, the US. command 
said It could not tell whether the 
anti-aircraft battery was damag ed. 

The attack was carried out 46 
miles north of tbe DMZ separat- 
ing North, and South Vietnam 
and seven miles east of the 
Laotian, border.

After days of intensified ground 
fighting which appeared to be 
leading up to a much-predicted 
Communist offensive , on the eve 
of President Nixon’s Peb. 21 visit 
to Peking, there was a relative 
lull In fighting In the 24 hours 
ending at 6 am. today. 

In six major clashes, at least 
35 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong were killed at a cost of at 
least 10 South Vietnamese soldiers 
and civflans killed and 34 wound- 
ed, the UJ3. and South Viet- 
namese fitmmwwdfi said. 

American B-52 bombers car- 
ried out raids in the Central 
Highlands, where much of the 
fighting has broken out in recent 
weeks, bub no significant fighting 
on the ground was reported there.

VIENNA, Feb.- 4 (NST).— The ' 
United States and the Soviet : 
Union - ended today - the sixth 
round of their Wta on limiting 
strategic nuclear arms, with same 
progress reported toward draft- 
ing a treaty covering' anti-bal- 
listic or defensive missiles.

Senate Votes 
$3.07 5-Billion 
Foreign Aid 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (Reu- 
ters) — The Senate today passed, 
a long-delayed S3.075-bmjon for- 
eign aid appropriations bill amid 
controversy over whether its re- 
jection last October of an earlier 
bill had hampered Vietnam peace 
efforts. 

Tbe Senate voted 45 to 23 to 
pass the bill, which provides 
money for bilateral economic and 
military assistance plua con- 
tributions to international banks. 

Earlier, it added funds for Pak- 
istan refugees and cut out as- 
sistance to police departments to 
Latin America, Africa, the Phi- 
lippines and Pakistan. 

The measure now goes to a 
joint Senate-House committee. 

The House has approved a 
$3.003-billion bill, but has dis- 
tributed funds differently. 

Shortly before the Senate vote. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, of Montana, called 
“ridiculous" a reported view by 
Henry Kissinger. President Nixon's 
security adviser, that Senate de- 
feat of the original legislation 
Oct. 29 helped prompt North Viet- 
nam to suspend secret peace ne- 
gotiations, believing that TJf3. 
economic support for the Saigon 
government' would wifl . shortly. 

Several senators pointed out 
that the Senate on Nov. lb' and 
11 approved new, although re- 
duced, foreign-aid bills. 

Today’s bill, which provides' 
funds for the fiscal year wviing 
June 30, was delayed by the Sen- 
ate’s unsuccessful efforts to get 
the House to go along with -Sen- 
ate - amendments calling for a 
complete U-S. troop withdrawal 
from Vietnam within six months.

The New Malthusians 


The new Malthusianism, rapidly becoming 
a major intellectual current in the West, 
fundamentally challenges traditional wisdom 
about the desirability of growth, progress 
and expansion. That Challenge finds dra- 
matic expression In “A Blueprint for Sur- 
vival,” just Issued by a group of British 
ecologists. Long-term human survival on ' 
this planet, they argue, requires reversal of 
the trends that have dominated the earth 
since the Rev. Thomas Malthus first sounded 
hid warning about population growing faster 
than the food supply. Under their prescrip- 
tion, populations must be cut, standards of 
living reduced, much of modem technology 
abandoned and the great urban concentra- 
tions of humanity replaced with a multitude 
of small communities. The goal would be 
a stable society and an economy which could 
persist indefinitely to equilibrium, with 
the earth’s resources. 

For Britain, to take a specific example, 
the 4 'blueprint” entails reducing -the popula- 
tion by 50 per cent or more over the next 
two centuries. The private automobile would 
vanish, and so would many of the common 
household appliances. Agriculture would 
have to be pursued without most synthetic 
fertilizers, pesticides and other chemicals 
that have produced the last century's enor- 
mous increase in food supply and in farm 
labor productivity. Every possible natural 
resource would have to be recycled to 
minimise new. production from virgin raw 
materials. And London — to say nothing of 
New York and other of the world's great 


cities— would have to be broken up because 
of the intolerable long-run burden they 
impose on the environment. 

Is such a program practical? Can politi- 
cians, for example, be expected to campaign 
on slogans of •'Down With Children, 1 * *No 
Automobiles In Any Garage,” or “Only One- 
Quarter of a Chicken in Every Pot”? And 
if one or more industrially advanced nations 
were willing to embark on such a program, 
could its course be long maintained it the 
people making the needed sacrifices saw 
that other nations were both, expanding their 
numbers and raising their living standards? 

Even within a single nation, could such a 
program be initiated without setting off bit- 
ter struggles about the degree of sacrifice 
to be demanded of different r .mps? The 
current bickering In this country over the 
minor dislocations caused by wage and price 
controls provides basis for pessimism. Never- 
theless, there may still be time — but not 
much — to face up to the reality that a finite 
earth has finite' resources and therefore 
cannot be subjected to endlessly escalating 
demands and drains. 

If man will not take the needed measures 
rationally and -in good time to adjust his 
requirements to the planet’s capabilities, 
then modem civilization will prove impos- 
sible to sustain. Sooner or later. In that 
case, the necessary readjustments will be 
accomplished by wars, famines and other 
catastrophes far cruel er than even the most 
extreme sacrifices envisioned by the “blue- 
print” of the new Malthusians.

President Bhutto is being blamed for stalk- 
ing out of the Commonwealth, but, dispas- 
sionately, his plight Is great and his options 
are severely limited.

1 Dies, Many 
Flee Ancona 
Earthquakes 

8 Tremors Shake 
Adriatic Port City 

ANCONA, Italy, Feb. 4 IUPT>.— 
Eight earthquakes and several 
smaller tremors shook this Adria- 
tic port of zoo,ooo today, sending 
th o u sand* of its inhabitants 
fleeing to the countryside. 

A 51 - year - old schoolteacher 
died of a heart attack while 
run nin g ftxsn her and au- 
thorities said several other per- 
sons were Injured. 

Ancona officials announced 
they were prepared to evacuate 
residents to buses parted in main 
streets and squares, but thousands 
fled by foot and car. The city 
was d escribed as soul-deserted 
at noon. Tents, parked buses an d 
trains were used as shelters. 

At least 150 buildings were 
damaged by the quakes, one of 
which lasted seven seconds and 
registered eight on the 12-point 
Mercalli scale. 

Authorities ordered the Ar w^ r a 
jail emptied after prisoners threw 
themselves against bare in efforts 
J® ^sespe. The prisoners were 
taken to other Jails outside An- 
cona; 

At the nearby town of Fal- 
conara, one of a dozen that also 
felt the shock, officials ordered 
all buildings in the mmn square 
evacuated. All stores and shoos 
remained c l o se tL 

The first quake struck Ancona, 
about. 130 miles northeast of 
Home, at 3:42 am. The last 
tremor was recorded at 7:40 pm. 

The same area has been shaken 
by earthquakes twice before in 
the past 10 days. Earlier, more 
than 2,ooo persons crowded into 
the Ancona soccer stadium for 
protection.' 

The Faenza observatory «bm 
the center of the latest tremors 
apparently was in the Adriatic, 
but that their force was reduced 
by the time' they reached the 
coast. 

The tremors today were felt as 
lar away from Ancona as Perugia 
but officials said there was no 
damage there.

Plus Your Regular Vacation?

holidays each year, plus your 
regular vacation? 

If physicist Geza Vajda, 73, 
had his way, such a schedule 
would be followed throughout the 
world. 

Mr. Vajda has created a 
calendar consisting of 73 five- 
day weeks, made up of 14 live- 
week months and a loth month 
of three five-day weeks plus an 
extra day each leap year. 

The retired Hungarian profes- 
sor and Inventor has had printed 
1,000 copies of his mlowrln-p anc j 
a brief booklet explaining how 
it works. 

“I am going to mail the 
calendars and booklets to uni- 
versities, scientific organisations 
and government agencies.” said 
Mr. Vajda, who lives with his 
wife in a modest home here In 
suburban Los Angeles. 

"This Is the perfect calendar," 
he said. “I have been working 
on it since 1946 ” 

A Minute Is 109 Seco nds 

Vajda system of time has 
100 new seconds in a new minute. 
100 new minutes in a new hour, 
20 new hours In a day. 

Hve of the 20 new-hour days 
would make up an Atmer— Mr 
Vajda’s name for the five-day 
week. The name is an acronym 
tor Actday, Tapday, Mlddleday, 
Endday and Restday. 

“People would wade a 40-hour 
week just as they do now but 
work an equivalent of our present 
10 hours a day for four days," 
expl ained the professor. “Many 
co m panies are going to the four- 
day work week with long three- 
day ■ weekends. propose that 
after four days of work there 


oe one rest day. After four 
fire-day weeks, the fifth Atmer 
, Y° rk * ree - 111 o^er words a 
six- day holiday following every 
19 days. 

"There would be 14 of these 
Six-day holidays during the year 
—Plus regular paid vacations as 
we now have. Workers would not 
be paid for the rest periods, just 
for their regular vacations.” Mr. 
Vajda’s year would begin each 
March 21. the spring equinox. 

Prof. Vajda taught space 
physics at the University of 
California at Los Angeles for 10 
years. He asserts the calendar 
is in tune with space and nuclear 
physics. 

It is a much simpler way 
of keeping track of time— of the 
minutes, hours, days and weeks ” 
he said. 

"Employers and employees are 
looking for solutions as to how to 
arrange the four-day work week. 
Should plants be idle for three 
days out of seven? 

“Under my system, the fifth 
Atmer or rest week In each new 
month would vary among em- 
ployees. Not all would have the 
same rest week. It would be 
staggered throughout a company 

"This would result in the hir- 
ing of 20 percent more em- 
ployees to work the Atmers others 
are spending relaxing.” 

He said people work an average 
of 243 days a year now. They 
would work 228 days a year 
under his 

“But because toe work day 
would be longer," continued the 
profeswr, "people would actually 
work 2443 hours more In a year's 
time. They would have more 
days off, however— and*, earn 
jnore money."

“bent on violence and destruc- 
tion." 

He added, “The forces el law 
and order are on the alert.” 

Mr. Kapwcpwe. a lather 0 r 
eight, was awakened at two 
o'clock this morning by police 
who began to search his home 
In the exclusive Lusaka suburb 
of ’Woodlands. 

At about five o'clock the tall, 
bearded politician was driven 
away, his wife, Mrs. Chliufya 
Kapwepwc. said, adding u He's in 
politics. One must expect this.” 

Country Calm 

First reports indicated that the 
country had reacted calmly to the 
president's move, which Western 
diplomats thought not wlioliv 
unexpected. 

It follows minor acts of vio- 
lence in which gasoline bombs 
have been thrown and people 
beaten and also— Mr. Kaunda al- 
leged today— threats on the lives 
of national leaders.

The two avenues on either side 
of the gallery are lined with 
alcoves containing 13 screens for 
the projection of transparencies 
and 12 video screens with ear- 
phones.

They 
show documents «nfl short vldeo- 
Tflm g os a variety of subjects 
related to the exhibits. Thus 
one film shows an old country- 
woman who has a reputation as 
a story-teller (with Preach sub- 
titles because die speaks in the 
Languedoc patois), and analyzes 
her narrative technique.

TMH2S OHT).— FW the first 

time since the Napoleonic 
era, people whb want to sell art 
or art objects in France are no 
longer obliged to make a blind 
choice of an auctioneer or a deal- 
er. They can get expert advice 
on where, when and how to sell 
from a former auctioneer, Phi- 
lippe Rheims, 

France has '•been exceedingly 
How to accept new selling meth- 
ods. About two years ago, tech- 
niques began to change under 
pressure from the young genera- 
tion of. expert* and dealers. The 
new methods are inching their 
way into that most conservative 
sector of the art market, the auc- 
tion salesroom. Thus Philippe 
Rheims’s move a year ago into 
the consulting field was viewed 
by many as revolutionary. 

For ten years, Mr, Rheims had 
been a partner In- the auction 
group founded by himself, his 
cousin Maurice Rheims and 
Rent George Laurin. His sales at 
the H6tel Drouot and the Palais 
GaUlfira were successful and 
there was every reason to assume 
that he was satisfied with his 
role u an auctioneer. 

Then, after a brilliant round of 
sales (the last of which included 
some bronzes by Daumier) , be 
sold his share In the firm and 
set hirawnif up as a consultant. 
The French auctioneers tried 
hard to pretend, that they 
couldn’t care less — sod failed 
miserably. In fact, they tried to 
persuade Mr. Rheims, who was 
tnjung an expert en ob- 

jets Part et ventes pubUquea (ex- 
pert on art objects and public 
auctions) to drop the “ventes 
puhllques” from his title. They 
succeeded. 

Mr. Rheims opened an office 
on Oct. 1, 1970, at 28 Avenue 
Gearge-V, persuaded Jeanac 
Sch filler, the wife of a well- 
known dealer, to become his as- 
sistant, hired a staff and laid 
down his ground rules. He would 
advise owners of works of art 
how best to dispose of them, at 
auction or on the private mar-. 


kot. first appraising the work in 
question, with the assistance of 
established specialists, and then 
advising the owner where to sell 
it under the most favorable con- 
ditions.

of the period, if one is to judge 
from the photographs. They had 
been In the Martin Leroy collec- 
tion in the 19th century but were 
not widely known. The Bociiite 
des Amis du Louvre acquired 
them lor 260,000 francs to present 
to the museum— the deal has Just 
been mode. 

So much for the spectacular 
side of Mr. Rheims's operation. 
The way things have worked out 
in practice is significant because 
of the potential impact of this 
method on the art market.

M ANY good books do not make 
good movies.

A different m of du^cration 
would have helped. Thomas dl 
Gr&zia’s black «md white pictures 
are tolly beautiful, but they do 
not belong in this book. They are 
mysterious, impassive, even som- 
ber— appropriate for same dreams, 
but not this one. An artist like 
Nicole Cflavekrax could have had 
a field day with the hook and 
perhaps have saved it 
Beatrice de Regnier’s new book 
Also features a butterfly, though 
not in the starring role.

I am not sure Z would recom- 
mend this story for any ctafia 
who has recently lost a favorite 
pet, let alone a parent “Wishing 
will make it so" Is a harmless 
premise on some levels,- but. there - 
are obvious problems when It 
touches something so harsh and 
final as death. However, I think 
my uneasmea stems hot so much 
from, the text, which, has wad 
beauty, as from the mnstratdfr 
rendering of the rat. He looks;*)' 
cute and flip that he gives the 
book a comic-strip flavor *tod 
turns the . butterfly's death into 
something I’m sure the author 
didn’t intend. In fact, the pic- 
tures in general are not suppor- 
tive.

’DARTS Mike Nichols's fifth film 

a ynii be an adventure story about 
dolphin training. It will star several

than he should.

. pletely while it is happening, but it doesn’t 
reverberate afterwards the way a film 
does.” 

Despite his loss of interest In the 
theater, Mike Nichols was deeply moved 
when lie first saw the Berliner Ensemble 
three years ago: 

"Maybe the' reason the Berliner Ensemble 
Is so great is there's a lid on it— they can’t 
go. Into television, or leave to make a pic- 
ture or do something else. Does that 
sound too cynical, do you think?* 1 
Mike Nichols has been accused of being 
aloof In his films, he has also been accused 
of letting the audience direct him (“This 
is demagoguery in the arts,” the critic 
severely adds). He says he doesn’t think 
about the audience while he’s shooting, but 
he does think about it a great deal as he 
cuts and re-cuts: 

“The whole -process of making a. picture 
Is saying to the audience, this is how 
things seem to me, do you know what I 
mean, does it seem at all that way to you? 

"Yon know how you used to say, Do you 
remember Captain Midnight or all-day 
suckers? The process of making a movie 
is saying, Do you remember?”
